Day bogie has come and gone, and a 
very insignificant and liarnileas fellow 
he lias shown himself lo be. What 
little disorder there h;is licen ou the 
Conlineut to-day, where it was predicted 
and feared blood would How, has been 
confined to Btreet fights and brawls of a 
proportion far beneath the choracter of 
riot. Tho sanguinary Socialist and the 
bloodthirsty Auarohiflts are displaying 
a degree ot meekness thai causes lambs^ 
to appear ferocious and positively dan- 
gerous by contrast. In London the 
.street display of boa.sted strength, and 
the inicoiiiproiiiiaiiig detcrminatlipn of 
tin; men, were poailively ridloaloUB in 
their mcagreness. The parades were 
directed liy neither Trades Unionists 
nor Soiiialisls, and really seemed to have 
no dcliiiitc object. The Socialists and 
trade organizations, however, declare 
that they aro 

uiisKKViN'i; Tiii'.in I'oiii-Ks 
for .Sunday, Nvlien they will givo an 
example of power that will eaiisc S'lcioty 
to tl-eliible. On all sides aie heard 
angry iimriiiuis at the sudden ,ind un- 
wiirrauted action of the authorities in 
springing a large force of police on the 
scene of deinonstrulloii, together with 
the proclamations regulating parades 
ami restricting their route. These they 
declare will 00 resented on Sunday, 
unless the programme of the officials is 
ill the meantitue modified, which, of 
coiiisu, it will not be. As a matter of 
fact, very few of those who did parade 
wcrs genuine workers. The pouket- 
pickuig brigade was out in full force, 
and iimuy of the craft were arrested. 
The third division of the procession 
was composed of 

I'lVF. HI NIinHD iJIRI-S, 
representing slrikers from the auvelope 
factories. They carried among other 
banners one bearing the inscription : 
"Those who do not dare to celebrate to- 
day aro slaves." Another banner bore 
the words : " Remember Chicago," and 
displayed pictures of chains, handcuffs, 
nooses, etc., with the names of .Spies, 
I'll rsons and their companionB on the 
gallows, and the last words of Spies. 
The socialist leader, Morris, delivered a 
fiery siicceli iu Hyde Park aiid strongly 
advocated the organization of concur- 
rent strikes throughout the whole world, 
with the single object, of securing a uni- 
vorsal eight-hour I' vy. If a struggle 
with the aut'ioritics should result from 
tho uuiveineul, he dccl '.red the working 
classes would liud il much easier ami 
pleasunter to 

FianT To nr. \Tn 
than to starve to death. Violent 
siiceclies were also made at several 
points in the east_cnd. The general 
quiet on the coutiiieiit is due to tno per- 
leet mililary arrangements, thepresence 
of large bodies of troops under arms 
overawing the ^urbuleut elements. 'Up- 
wards of 5,000 were stationed in 'Vienna 
alone, and Berlin is literally orammed 
w ith soliliers. Only in Paris has there 
fifcsen any disorder worthy of the name of 
fighting, and tin.? grow not so much out 
of the labor iiioveinent as the opportuni- 
ties afforded by the occasion to the 
uauieless class that ever works to en- 
gage in warfare with their coininon 
enemy — the jioliee. 

A TllRE.VTK.Nliri STUIKK. 

The Liverpool giis stokeis threaten lo 
strike on Monday to oll'eot their de- 
mands for shorter hours, if in ttie mean- 
time the masters refuse to make a great 
part of the concessions asked. 

All of the proprietors of the public 
houses in Cologne united in refusing the 
use of their'' halls for meetinsB which 
bad been announced for to-night. 

OIIDEKLY MEETINGS IN MADRID.

IN HIS MANHOOD'S PRIME. 

W. II. Cusack Ueett 'With a Sudden and 
AwAil Death. 

With keen sorrow as well as deep 
surprise, the many friends of Mr. \\ . 
L. Cusack heai.1 yesterday morning of 
bis fearful death beneath the wheels of 
a railway train ii' New We3tmir;Hlcr. 
The dead man h.al been seen .so recent- 
ly, full of life, Ilea! li and good humor, 
that the tr;'.gedy seemed hardly possible. 
Ii'nller particulars, however, only con- 
lirined the scarcely credited reports of 
the fatal accident, which is rcpurte 1 to 
ha\ c o,;eurrcd as follows, iu a \^"est- 
iiiiiislcr special to Tiif; Coi.o-NIst yestcr- 
iay ;— 

"This nionuiig tho 7.40 train for 
Vancouver xs some minutes late in 
-starting, anri v. hen she pulled out of 
the depoi. she was run at a 
more tliun u.su.dly high rate of 
speed to make up the tinie. A.s 
the train ipproaclicd Mary street. Mr. 
Win. L. Cusack, traveling representii- 
tive of Messrs. .S. J. Pitts it Co., of 
Victoria, came from the hidcw;ilk at 
the foot of Mary street, ami stood wait- 
ing for the cars. He carried a siiiall 
valise and light overcoat in his left 
hand, and was smoking a cigar. Just 
before the train reached him he made a 
slight signal for tho engine driver to 
slow down, but it^ evidently was not 
noticed, ^e then grasped tbe railing 
of the baggage oar with nia right- hand, 
was swung round violently against the 
side of the car and fell to the ground, his 
feet being towards the wheels. The leg 
seemed to be, under the wheels, and al- 
most in ua instant'he w^dl'a^ged under 
the train, where he was seized by a 
brakcbcaui, whirled and smashod around 
for a distance of fifty or sixty feet, and 
then tluiig out, — a iv.,.iigled iind bat- 
tered wreck on the track.

The body from 
the waist downwards was torn ami 
aiiiaslieii beycnd deseviotiou. .s;t range 
to say, the head, hands and arms 
were iiinlisturLed, with tbe exception 
of a .small cut on the scalp. The train 
IkiiI sneb iiiomeiituni that she r in up 
the ferry slip before she eculd be brnught 
to a st;indstill. The engineer then 
backed down and the railway oliiei.ils 
viewed the remains. The men were ter- 
ribly shocked at tho awful spectacle, 
anil Conductor Trodden could not speak. 
The inangied rcmuants were then col- 
lected together, aud covered witll news- 
papers and cloths, and the police imme- 
diately notified t'.ie coroner, ('apt. I'it- 
tciidi igli, who suinmoned a jury wit hoiil 
delay. A large crowd gathered lo view 
the body iia it lay under the 
cloth, and nothing but the sincerest 
expressions of sorrow lor the uiitiinely 
end of the poor gentleman, und Inu roi 
at his untimely fate, were heard. The 
remains were" taken charge of by Mr. 
Fules, and after being casketed, were 
despatched to his home in 'Victoria by 
tho one o'clock ~ train. The deceased 
was a native of Woodstock, Ont., but 
before attaining tbe age of 25 he left 
that city and has not resided there 
sinco. He lived a short time in Toron 
to then went to South Africa, making 
Ca]ie Town his residence for nearly 
two years. A\ the urgent solieita 
lion of his relatives he retiiiiii d 
to Canada and engaued in (■iiiiiinei ,:i,il 
life with a JLuiiilliiii linn iiinl hiler in 
.Miintrc.il. When the .M;iuitiil.a biH,,|, 
set ill ill 1 SSI , liebeeaiiie very cut liusiasl ie 
over that country and went heart ami 
soul into the organiiiug of a grand eolo- 
ni/alion scheme. His party reaelnd 
the Northwest in the SJiriiig nf IS.S'J ami 
settleil ill Virileii, then the end of t lie 
track. .Mr. Cusack opened a general 
store and for a time did a ibi iving 
business. But bad crops, early frosts 
and other misfortunes almost im- 
poverished the farmers who had been 
largely credited at .Mr. ( 'us„aek's .store, 
and the result was that he could not 
run tho biisiuess protitably und was 
forced to sell out at a heavy loss. Ho 
left the Northwest six years ago and 
camo to British Columbia." 

The deceased entered the employ of 
Mr. A. B. Gray very shortly after his 
arrival in Victoria, remaining with him 
a year or thereabouts. '.' Then he en 
gaged wijth a, J. Pitt«'& 0<i.j and until 
ibu tin:e'pf..hiB; dcath' was held in tin 
Idghest esteem and trust by the mem- 
bers of that firm. About four years ago 
he was united iu marriage to a (laughter 
of Aid. Kelly, of this city; who by his 
sudden und awful death is left u widoiv 
with two little children. She is com- 
plotoly prosfruted by lior torriblo alllie- 
tioii. 

Last uvei .ug's steamer brought the 
body of the unfortunate victim of tbe 
terrible iieeiileiit home, and the funcial 
will t;ike ]ilaee on .Saturday, 'i'lie 
lb ceased was one of the foremost 
members of the C.iiniuercial Travele.s 
.VHuoe'iatioii in this province, and wis 
also p.(i:iiiiieiilly idenliticd with iine or 
two seciid socielics. I'.y all who knew 
him he was regarded with afl'eclioii, ami 
his death brought poignant sorrow lo 
many hearts.

'J'lie sliLrlUcst i-\cii- !■ r- .-.ri/ed upon to 
keep the o .y in the dark. If there is 
the very smallest scrap, of a moon, no 
matter what the'weather is, the lamps 
are not lighted. One uould tbiuk that 
the work of lighting ihr ( iiy \',as in ihr 
hnnda of ciinlraiiors u lai lieiu litted by 
keeping the . ily in I he dark wlieuover 
there «as a pretext for iloing so 
rather than the duty of a de- 
partment of the corporation whoi-.e 
interest it ougbf. to be to malce il. 
as effective us it can be made. Instead 
of being on Ihe watch for an oM iisr to 
have as lew lights piisr,il,l,-, tlio,-c in 
cluirge ot the works should iiave inatruc- 
tions to keep the city brilliantly lighted 
except on those moonlight nights when 
all (,'iin see that the cleclrie lights are 
not needed. 'I.'o regulate the lighting of 
the city b}' the almanac is pel lectly ah- 
surd, ami slioiild 111! ihsi.onliniied. The 
diiferouoc in the cost of keepiiiij il wcll- 
IJghtodall the time and having it lighted 
onlyot intervals cannot be very groat. 
The staff need not bo increased 
to have the lighting done eatistaotorily. 



'I'be same number of men which it lakes 
to do this intermitteut lighting M'ould 
keep the city well lighted on every 
night in which the light is required. 
The e.Nlra expense for fuel, etc., would 
be cheerfully borne by the ratepayers. 
We trust that the light committee will 
give this jnatter the consideration it de- 
serves. There have been many com- 
plaints as to the manner in which the 
eity has been lighted during the past 
v. inter, aud there is no doubt but that 
there is iiiueli room for improvement.

Seeing their defenceless state, United 
States citizem became alarmi.'d, and, 
having plenty of money in the Tiea.s- 
ury, they made up liicir mimls to eoii- 
strucl a gre-it navy. It Wiis jnopo.sed 
to build a lleet of -Z-J.', ships of war — 
oruisers, torpedo boats of various sizes 
at an aggregate cost to the country of 
$3i9,515,0(X). A bill was brought into 
the Senate, authorizing, as a beginning, 
the imniediali' construction of eight 
heavily iLriiiir.-d viv..-,i!ls, al .i 
cost of .S I.), l'Jli,UO(J. The conn 
try evidently approved of thi- 
seheino, and ardent American patriot- 
weio ileliglited with the prospect of 
ihi ir coiinlry becoming in the near 
future a lir.l i ' i-s mi\ al |iowor. .\ol 
only would I III ir great oil ic i br dd.' li,,- 
.\tl;intic ami the I'acitio be Kafe, and 
1 In il sidps on every seu adequately pro 
tected, but the United States, if too 
greatly provoked, could set any of the 
great maritime powers at defiance, and 
perliups huiiible them in the dust. The 
prospii i M l . gratifying to Brother 
.Jonath. Ill's iialioiial vanity, and the 
very thoiigliL of his big navy made 
him feel stioiigur and mure contidont. 

Senator Chandler has drawn up a 1 1 
port which has spoiled this bright pi. 
lure. ir.i say.s it would be folly to 
spcin'i an i.iiineii^'c .-iiin ot money in eon- 
structiug ships that would bo pretty 
sure to become obsolete before thoy 
wore off the stocks.' He reminds the 
Sinmte and the country that, in 1 880 
Congress authorized the building of two 
great baltli! ship.s, the .Maine and the 
Texas. 'I'li<!y were deigned with the 
greatest I'are and all the latest im- 
piovenients were cinbodied iu the plan ■ 
on which they were built, "Vet, the 
Maine and the|Texa8,"saysMr. Chandler, 
"thus designed by the best home and

depurtment would not think to-di\y of 
building either of them if it liad not 
alruady been commenced." 

Mr. Chandler thinke that tho Govern- 



ment would not be wise to repeat this 
unprofitable process. To build vessels 
which will he useless after they are 
eonipleteil, and millions upon millions 
expended iijion them, would not, he 
thinks, be un cU'uctuul way ot putting 
tho country in a gbod state oI':defcnce.

Ho ipiutod many ol the 
hymns wli'idi inuuy of his he.aiers 
would remember as having materially 
influenced them in a way never to be 
fortiotlon. Tho beat schools alw.ays 
h.ul plenty of aiiigiiig. Then; were 
too many liyiiin books with lots ol 
jingliug liyiiuiH that took very well at 
lirit ; but before long oiio became 
iisgustod with them. He dwelt upon 
the importance of cultivating tho 
voices of the children by singing, and 
t eacliijig them thobynins as well as the 
ic^sons. For the majority of the 
seliolars the Iciioth of time devoted to 
the lessons wiis too Lcroat, and to ob- 
viate this the Ihble cl.iss might; have 
a special nintii. He deprecated the 
idea of ilivitiiif; people to pray at 
home for the .Siind.ay school. They 
ought tc come L'l liie Simda> 
school ; but not to lougthen thoir pray- 
eiH. Hi) illus rated his point by the 
scop 5 which some persons lent to 
their prayers, only a Word of jirayer 
lieiiiu' rcipiired to as it were ist.ab- 
lish the connect ion between the school 
,aml Heaven. .All the |ir;iyers lb it 
wore given us in the IJible were short, 
but were simple, specific and eliectual. 
He advised the occasional calling u|i()n 
ri'tudiers to ofTer tho opening iirayer. 
lie favored a short teaclieis' tifler 
pravea- iiiui'tiii^ every .Sunday or 
,;M.;ry inontb, to which 1 lie scholars 
might be invited.

studied his lesson. Teaclier.H ought 
to be formally installed. He advo- 
caied :i profeaaorsllip of Sabbath 
school Work in theological colleges, 
remarking that tliero was nothino 
more important tiiiin the selection, 
training and apiiointmont of young 
teachers. h'.veryiino ought to be 
made to work in tlu; (,'liurch. it was 
not, an Imspital. It ought to wood 
itself of barnacles and liyiiocritea; it 
was better ipiality Christiana that 
were wanted. The toacher oUi;lit to 
lie iu his class tho lirst, and should 
remain until the closing exorcises, re- 
spoiisilile for its conduct. He was 
opposed to ill,; raising; 'of .isoh'olars on 
lesson |i;ipers, and teachers .should 
never brill',' them to school, fiut 
should inv,ari;ibly have their bibles,
